Relics of Early Days 
The Mokelnmne Hill correspondent of 
the Calaveras Citizen says : 
A number of voting bovs of this place 
have been running a tunnel into a bank 
in the rear of Boch’s old stone store on 
Center street for the past few days. It 
was a small affair, just large enough for 
the youngsters to sit upright and work. 
When in about twenty feet they un­ 
earthed a number of o’d clay pipes, such 
as were in use some forty odd years 
ago. One or two of the clay pipes were 
what was known as the old French clav 
pipe, having a slanting bowl and a stem 
about ten inches long. When in a dis­ 
tance of thirty feet, the bottom of the 
tunnel being about ten feet from the top 
of the ground they came across some 
human hones, cons sting in part of a 
couple of ribs, part of a thigh and some 
small bones that undoubtedly came from 
the foot. Just how the bones came to 
be here none of the old settlers seem to 
know. However, in the early fifties, a 
short distance from where the bones 
were found, stood a stone building 
known in those days as the “ John Shear 
saloon and dance hall.' It was in this 
saloon that the celebrated bandit of 
those days, Joaquin Murietta, jumped 
upon a table while the saloon and dance 
hall was full of people, proclaimed who 
he was and defied the officers of the law 
to take him, there being constahle and 
two deputy sheriffs in the place at the 
time. A “ man for breakfast" was a 
common thing in those days and it may 
be that the bones unearthed are those of 
some poor unfortunate who lost his 
al at the faro table and then in a fit of 
despondency took his own life, or per 
haps they are all that is left to tell of 
some terrible murder that was com­ 
mitted over some trivial dispute at the 
card table. On the north side of the 
Protestant cemetery in this place is 
what is known as “ Murderers Row,” 
and which contained twenty one graves 
of persons who had met violent deaths 
in the early history of the place. 
But 
the elements have leveled the little 
mounds of earth and the wooden head- 
marks have long since decayed till at 
the present it remains only for the 
old settler to point out the spot where 
the victims of the bullet and dirk were- 
consigned to mother earth.

found by the youngsters were placed 
back in the tunnel and carefully covered 
up and the mouth of the tunnel for a 
short distance in was caved.

Suit Against the Sunset 
Contract Company. 


Last Friday C. H. MeKennev, as 
receiver of the Sutter Creek State Bank 
filed a complaint against the Sunset 
Contract and 
Supply Company and 
others, in the superior court of this 
county. The defendant corporation is 
the name of the company that figured 
in the construction of the lone and 
Eastern railroad from lone to Martell. 
The complaint sets forth that 
011 July 
30, 1907 at Niles, the defendant gave a 
promissory note for $6000, payable 90 
davs after date, with interest at the rate 
of seven per cent per annum. 
As col­ 
lateral security there was transferred to 
the Sutter Creek bank 20,000 shares of 
the California Pressed Brick Company. 
The note was signed by Wilford Dennis 
as president rnd A. F. Cook as secre­ 
tary of t’^e brick compaiy. The Sutter 
Bank has held possession of said note 
and collateral ever since the 30th of 
Julv, 1907, and no part of the note or 
the interest thereon has been paid. 
On 
the 2d of September, 1909, plaintiff paid 
an assessment on this pressed brick 
stock amounting to 81000, pursuant to 
an order of the superior cohrt, and a 
like sum on the 6th of January this 
year. 
For a second cause of action the de­ 
fendant company executed another pro­ 
missory note at Sutter Creek, on De­ 
cember 3, 1907, for $1784.37, with in­ 
terest at 8 per cent per annum, which 
note is also held by the Sutter Creek 
bank. No part of the principal or in­ 
terest on this note has been paid. 
Plaintiff prays judgment against de­ 
fendants for the principal and interest 
due on said notes, also for the sums 
paid as assessments on said stock, and 
for an order of sale for said stock, and 
that the plaintiff be allowed to become 
the purchaser at such sale, and for such 
other relief as may be deemed just and 
equitable.

NOT IN LO V E W ITH BONDING. 


The craze for running into debt, the advocates of which are 
endeavoring to popularize by christening the “good roads 
movement,’’ is not meeting with that encouragement which 
its devotes anticipated. In Colusa county recently a pro­ 
position to bond the county for a large sum to build roads 
was defeated by a big majorit}’, notwithstanding that every 
paper in the county was urging the adoption of the scheme. 
In Napa county likewise the proposition to bond for good 
roads was defeated by a two to one vote. These adverse re­ 
sults are not to be understood that the people are not in 
favor of good roads, or that they undervalue the importance 
of gcod roads. They simply mean that they are not disposed 
to pile up an indebtedness upon themselves and posterity to 
take the chances of road improvements under the existing 
system of mismanagement. The state road commissioners 
are free to admit that the methods of working the «county roads 
are ruinously extravagant. The road funds are used to pay 
political debts, or to discharge other obligations of a private 
character. Of course the argument is used that the arterial 
roadways should be under state control exclusively; that 
state officials would better safeguard the public welfare than 
officials dependent upon local politics for their position. It 
may be seriously doubted, however, whether any better re­ 
sults would follow under state supervision. W e have had 
experience in this county of so-called engineers and state 
officials attempting to construct a model highway. And the 
effort proved as much of a fizzle as under local management- 
The experiment only served to show that there is just as 
much reason to expect mismanagement and extravagance 011 
the part of state politicians as with the local brand. 


QUEER REFORMERS. 


The principles of the Roosevelt-Republican league are all 
right. No true republican can offer any exception to its 
avowed objects. It is a pity, however, that those at the head— 
the self-constituted leaders of this schism—are not more 
scrupulous in carrying their professed principles into 
practice. The so-called movement in the interest of pure 
politics seems to us to be little more than an effort to sup­ 
plant one set of leaders— whom they please to call the 
machine men—by another set, who would likely be more 
dictatorial and arbitrary than the present organization has 
ever dared to be. The Lincoln-Roosvelters profess to be 
great sticklers for the direct primary law, and the free and 
untrammeled expression of the party voters’ choice in the 
selection of party candidates at such primaries. And yet 
this faction is the only organization that has violated the 
spirit of the primary law by selecting beforehand a set of 
republican candidates to be recommended for support. This 
ticket is the choice of a mere haudful of soreheaded 
politicians, many of them [disgruntled office hunters, who 
are suffering keenly from that disease known as disappointed 
ambition. They are sore because their party brethren have 
failed to gauge their worth according to their own inflated 
standard. This coterie seek to swing republicans by trott. 
ing out candidates of their own ilk— men committed to be 
guided by their notions of party management. W e believe 
republicans generally are too intelligent to be misled by 
this flimsy and false cry of reform, from men who judging 
from their record, are moving backward instead of forward. 
We desire to caution republicans in this county against being 
trapped by leaguers. We do not think they are likely to 
develop much strength here; certainly they will not if they 
are correctly sized up. If you happen to run across a 
politician working actively in this behalf, just do a little in­ 
vestigating as to the motives impelling him onward, and 
you will be apt to discover that the devotion to reform which 
is trotted to the front as the incentive is in reality nothing 
more than an insatiate appetite for the spoils of office. 
He is working for self, and not for the dear party. 
The only danger of success of the leaguers’ ticket at the 
primaries lies in a division of the votes of the regular repub­ 
licans between Curry aud Anderson, allowiug Johnson to 
capture the nomination for governor by a miuority vote

THE DRESSING TABLE. 


M ow to T a k e Cere of the H ands end 
the Fingernails. 
The first requisite la always the lit­ 
tle basin of warm soapy water In 
which to soak the finger tips to soft­ 
ness. 
An orange wood stick, flat at 
one end nml pointed at the other. Is 
the Second necessity, and a pair of 
curved manicure scissors, n bit of cold 
cream or vaseline, tint and polish, with 
n chatnhls buffer, a few strips of em­ 
ery board mid a bit of absorbent cot­ 
ton, nre nlno valuable. 
Tlio cotton Is moro efficacious than 
the orange wood stick alone for cleans 
lng under the nails, especially If they 
have been 
roughened by cleansing 
with a sharp instrument. With a care­ 
ful cutting the emery board will suf­ 
fice for filing, and the cold cream is 
rubbed ill the Inst thing to counteract 
the drying effect of the soaking. 
One should begin by trimming the 
nails to an even roundness. 
It is no 
longer considered the best taste to 
have pointed nails, and indeed it Is 
just as well, for the former style left 
no means of protecting the corners of 
the finger tips. 
The roughest faults 
in the cutting are then filed away and 
the orange wood stick, moistened, used 
to above down the cuticle till the half 
moons show and to remove particles 
of skin that have dung to th i nails. 
Though hangnails must of course be 
cut with scissors, It is far better to 
avoid their use, as cutting the cuticle 
thickens It. Then comes the cleansing, 
the final smoothing with the emery 
stick, the touching with nail rouge, 
the polishing with nail buffer and pow­ 
der and the rubbing In of cold cream, 
and you are ready to do the other 
hand. When both are manicured they 
should be carefully rinsed and dried 
aud a final polish administered with 
the buffer. 
This treatment is neces­ 
sary once or twice a week and the 
dry polishing every time you wash 
your hands. 
One of the best preparations for 
whitening anti refining the hands con­ 
tains raw eggs. To prepare it a raw 
yolk is beaten with a silver fork, and 
a tablespoonful of oil of sweet alm­ 
onds is worked in a drop at a time. A 
tcnspoonful of tincture of benzoin is 
then added in the same way. A des­ 
sertspoonful of rose water is also put 
in, drop by drop, to finish the paste. 
This mixture is applied at night, and a 
pair of kid gloves is drawn on. 
The 
gloves should he white and larger than 
are worn for dress. 
It is always well 
to make a few holes in the palms of 
the gloves worn at night in order to 
let. in air. 
The paste when not in use 
must be kept in a tightly covered jar 
in a eo:d place. 


How to Mak3 a Shirt Case. 
Here is a useful Christmas present 
for a young lady to make for a young 
man. 
Take a yard and a half of 
either white duck or linen drilling 
twenty-four 
or twenty-seven inches 
wide. 
Have a layer of sheet wad­ 
ding, sprinkled with sachet powder. 
Over it use a pretty silk for lining. 
Sometimes a pretty quilted lining is 
used. 
Fold three times and make a 
case. 
Turn over one corner and em­ 
broider scallops on edge of same and 
the 
word 
“Shirts” 
embroidered in 
washable gold thread. 
Flowers or a 
pretty conventional design may he 
embroidered. 
Scatter them promiscu­ 
ously. 


How to Stuff Squabs With Corn. 
Cut the kernels off from six ears of 
green corn, scraping out all the milk, 
but taking care to get in none of the 
cob. 
Tut into a saucepan two table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, a half cupful of 
hot water, salt and pepper to season. 
Cook a few minutes, add one beaten 
egg, and cook until thickened. 
Stuff 
the birds, lay in a baking pan with a 
thin slice of bacon, blanketing each 
fat little breast, put a cupful of hot 
water in the pan and roast, basting 
frequently. 
This makes n delectable 
dish. Canned corn can be used instead 
of corn on the ear when the latter is 
not in season. 


How to Make Pumpkin Pie. 
To a quart o f stewed pumpkin, drain­ 
ed and well mashed, add one cupful 
of sugar, two eggs, wrell beaten; two 
tablespooufuls of cornstarch, mixed 
with the sugar; half a teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon aud allspice, quarter of a 
teaspoonful of cloves and of nutmeg. 
Mix all together. 
Flout until boiling 
hot a pint of milk, pour it over the 
pumpkin and let stand until cool, stir­ 
ring well. 
Line four pie tins with 
good, rich crust; fill with the mixture, 
but do not cover with an upper crust. 
Bake in a moderately hot oven. 


How to P rep aro Boned Turkey. 
Boil the fow l iu as little water as 
possible until the boues can easily be 
separated from the meat. Itemove all 
of the skin, slice and mix together the 
light and dark parts, prepare a dress­ 
ing as for roast turkey, put upon the 
fire to molt the butter, then mold into 
a round ball and put the meut ull 
around it. 
Boll down the liquid in 
which the turkey or chicken was boil­ 
ed, then pour it on the meat. 
Wrap 
it tightly In a cloth, then press it with 
a heavy weight for a few hours. When 
served It la cut Into thin slices.

How ths Girl Who C»n Cook M»y R»- 
wombsr Friend*. 
The girl who cnu cook hns nn easy 
time of It at Christ inns, and she Is sure 
of having her gifts appreciated. If sho 
lives In the country, on n farm per­ 
haps. where there are goodly supplies 
of gfocerlen bought with “trnde" at 
the village shops, but where actual 
money Is scarce, she Is specially fortu­ 
nate, for all Iho materials of her gifts 
may come from the pantry sholves. 
About the 1st of December the girl 
who cc 
cook should make a list of 
her frlr ds whom sho wishes to favor. 
She remembers that there are three 
cousins who have n special weakness 
for fruit cake, so when she makes the 
family fruit cake she also makes three 
smaller cokes, hakes them carefully 
and when they are quite cold packs 
them away In moist brown sugar to 
keep until Christinas. 
I’crbups some of her girl friends 
have recently married and moved to 
the city to live. In that case she will 
help along the new housekeeper with 
the gift of a little plum pudding just 
big enough for two. Several of these 
small puddings steamed In little molds 
may ho made seine time In advance 
of Christmas and put away In tightly 
closed Jars until it is time to send 
them oil. with a sprig of holly stuck in 
each. 
If she has any boy or girl friends at 
boarding school or college not lucky 
enough to spend Christmas at. home 
either a bos of candy, chocolate fudge, 
perhaps full of hickory nuts gathered 
back in the woods, or a two layer 
chocolate or caram el cake will be a 
treat for them. To pack a cake of this 
sort wrap it In oiled paper, then tie 
this firmly with soft, flat tape. Then 
it is ready for a heavy pasteboard 
box. with plenty of crushed tissue pa­ 
per put in all around it—below, at the 
sides and above.* When this box is se­ 
curely tied and wrapped in heavy ma­ 
nila paper the cake will travel far 
wi thout inju ry.—DelInea tor. 


SOME TURKEY DISHES. 


How to Make Mineo Pie. 
Mince pie is one of the staple dishes 
fcr Thanksgiving day. An excellent 
rule for the meat, which, of course, 
must be made tit least two weeks in 
advance, is this: Mince tine two cups 
of boiled beef and six apples. Add a 
quart and a half of sweet cider, a cup 
of currant jelly, the grated rind and 
juice of two lemons and two oranges, 
two cups of sugar, one tablespoonful 
each of salt and cinnamon, one tea- 
spoouful each of cloves and allspice, 
one-half teaspoonful of nutmeg and 
pepper, two pounds of seeded raisins, 
one pound of currants, a quarter of a 
pound of shredded citron, a pound of 
chopped suet an d a cup of shredded 
candied orange peel. Flavor with the 
rich juice of spiced or pickled peaches 
to taste, or add vinegar boiled down to 
a sirup with sugar. This' rule makes 
much richer and more spicy pies than 
any other and will be found delicious. 
—Harper’s Bazar. 


How to IViake a Blotter. 
, 
For my lady’s w riting desk there are 
dainty blotters, formed of three or 
four leaves of blotting paper cut to tit 
a cover of thin leather on which a 
border design is burned. This may­ 
be either the fam iliar Greek border or 
a simple one of dots and dashes and 
the shape an oblong, the leaves fas­ 
tened together at one end with a 
dainty how of ribbon. To accompany 
this is a penwiper, cut in the shape of 
a small book, the inner leaves of 
chamois skin, the covers of leather, 
tied together w ith tiny bows of baby 
ribbon. 
Decorate the cover with 
burned work, a border and a psuedo 
title in dainty lettering. "Tracks From 
the Pen of Helen Blank.” 


How to Make a Nail Buffer. 
A nail buffer is a pretty and inex­ 
pensive Christmas gift which is easily 
mode. The materials needed are a 
pasteboard mailing tube, some sheet 
wadding, a piece of chamois skin and 
one yard of No. 3 ribbon. Cut the roll 
about six inches long, cover smoothly 
with sheet wadding, then with the 
chamois skin, which should be pinked 
on one edge and lapped over on the 
other side. 
The chamois should be 
about two inches longer on each end 
than the roil. Cut the ribbon in two 
and tie around the chamois at each 
end. 
How to Keep Cloths Hot. 
There is more speedy relief from hoi 
wet cloths than the dry heat from a 
hot water bottle, but it is a tedious 
task to keep cloths hot. if you wring 
a soft cloth out of warm wateV and 
place it over a hot water bag filled 
with hot water it will cause a steam­ 
ing cloth, which gives almost instant 
relief to severe attacks of earache, 
toothache’ or neuralgia. It is quite an 
improvement over the dry heat. 


How to Make Thanksgiving Nut Cake. 
Two and a half cups of sugar, one of 
butter, three and a half of flour, one 
of sweet milk, five eggs, oue pound of 
seeded raisins, 
oue-huJf pound of 
citron, one-lmlf of a lemon peel, one- 
half of an orange peel, one pint of 
hickory nut meats, oue nutmeg and 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 


How to Maks Christmas Tree Cakes. 
Make a white loaf cake about two 
iuches high when baked. Cut in two 
inch squares. W hen cool dip Into a 
hot chocolate frosting and roll imme­ 
diately in granulated sugar, which 
when dry gives a beautiful sparkling 
effect and tustes good. 


How to W ash Matting. 
Struw matting always should be 
washed with w arm water aud salt. 
Warm water alone will turn It yellow. 
The salt has a counteracting effect. 


How to Utilise Leftovers In Inviting 
and Tasty Ways. 
F ot rngnut of cold roast turkey cut 
th e m eat from the b o n es In as lnrge 
slices as possible and q u ite thin. Break 
up the bones and put them In a stew- 
pan w ith eold water to cover them. 
Cook gently for nn hour, then strnln 
out the hones, season the meat with 
salt, popper, 11 very little grated nut­ 
meg and a tenspoonful of chopped 
parsley. Add to this the broth, and 
when heated stir In n tnhlospoonful 
of flour and the yolk of nn egg. mixed 
with half a cup of rich cream. Add 
two level tnblespoonfnls of butter, and 
stir over the lire until It becomes 
thick. Then serve. If you have any 
cold grnvy add that, leaving out some 
of the water. When done there should 
he very llltle liquid. 
Another plan Is lo cut up line such 
parts as cannot be utilized in other 
ways. Put Into a shallow baking dish 
or individual baking dishes, with lilts 
of butter rolled in flour, sprinkle in a 
little salt and popper and cover with 
stock or water. Cover with a thick 
layer of buttered breadcrumbs, and 
pour over them two well beaten eggs 
or one egg for each individual dish. 
Bake a nice brown in a quick oven. A 
few small stewing oysters may be add 
ed to this dish to help out In both 
quantity and quality, using the strain­ 
ed oyster liquid to moisten. 
For a curry of eold roast turkey 
slice as thinly as possible any part of 
the eold roast turkey and serve with 
the following sauce and a border of 
plain boiled rice: For three-quarters of 
a pound of the sliced meat take one 
and one-half tablespoonfuls of butter, 
heat in a frying pan, and add a tablo- 
spoonful of minced onion. Fry until a 
light yellow, then stir in the same 
am ount of flour as butter and a level 
tablespoon/ul or less of on i t ;* powder, 
a pinch of salt and a dash of pepper. 
Simmer for live minutes, then strain 
over the meat and simmer ten minutes 
longer and serve. A pint of stock or 
water is added after the dour lias been 
stirred smoothly into the butter aud 
onion. Have the hot boiled and salted 
rice ready when the m eat is done, aud 
serve very hot. 


How to Cream Onions. 
For a family of four or five persons 
take seven medium sized onions. Cut 
the peeled onions into small thick 
pieces. Cover them with plenty of 
cold water and set over the Are in an 
uncovered vessel. W hen they boil up 
throw into a colander, pour over the 
onions more coid w ater and shake 
well. 
Now they will bo clean and 
white looking. Stew for three-quarters 
of an hour In just enough of water to 
keep from burning. 
Make a white 
sauce of one cupful of milk, one tea- 
spoouful of flour, one tablespoonful ei 
butter, season with one scant teaspoon­ 
ful of sugar, one teaspoonful of salt 
and a quarter spoonful of pepper. Pom 
over the onions about ten minutes be­ 
fore taking from the lire. Onions cook 
ed in this way will not have u strong 
taste. 


How to Docorctc Paper. 
An effective Christmas present is 
hand lettered writing paper. This is 
easily made even by any one who is 
not especially artistic. 
Buy plain 
white or cream writing paper ("kid 
flnisb” is better than linen). If you 
can design your own letters or mono­ 
gram. so much the better. If not, se­ 
lect some tasteful arrangem ent of the 
desired initials and trace or copy it in 
the upper left hand corner of the pa­ 
per with pencil. Then go over the 
letters with gold w ater color paint, 
using a fine brush. This does uot take 
long, and the finished result always is 
appreciated. 


How to Make a Beauty Bog. 
Beauty bags arc made by cutting or­ 
dinary cheesecloth into strips two and 
a hail' inches wide by five inches long. 
Fold over and sew up the side. Fill 
these with oatmeal aud sew up the 
top of the hag. and you have one of 
the most healthful cleansers for the 
skin ever devised. The bags are used 
as washcloths wet in a basin of warm 
water. A most delightful present is a 
box of tlie above beauty bags daintily 
overcast or buttonholed with wash 
silk in delicate colors. 


How to Caro For W axed Floors. 
Never use soap aud w ater on a wax­ 
ed floor. Waxed floors should be wip­ 
ed up .with a perfectly dry cloth and 
more wax rubbed into them with a 
woolen cloth or the polishing brushes 
that come for that purpose. But do 
not put on more wax than the floor 
can absorb, particularly in the cor­ 
ners, which have not been walked on 
so much. Wash them w ith turpentine, 
drying them perfectly dry before ap­ 
plying more wax. 


How to Make Peanut Dressing. 
Moisten slices of buttered bread with 
hot water, taking care not to get the 
bread wet enough to m ake it soggy. 
Add a small grated onion, a stalk of 
chopped celery, salt and pepper to 
taste and a gill of peanuts rolled flue. 
Stuff and truss. 


How to Cure Laryngeal Catarrh. 
Benzoin is usually beueflclul in such 
eases of catarrh of the laryux. Take 
one teaspoonful of the compound tinc­ 
ture to u pint of boiling water and in­ 
hale the vapor. This treatm ent may 
be repeated every half hour or hour, 
as required. 


How to 8often Water. 
To soften hard water put one ounce 
of quicklime into four gallons aud a 
half of water. Stir it thoroughly aud 
ullow it to settle. Then pour off the 
clear solution, which will be enough 
to add to four barrels of hard water.

CHRISTMAS DAINTIES. 


How Plum Pudding Had Its Origin. 
Symbolism of Yulo Babies. 
There seems little doubt that por­ 
ridge (and not pudding) w as the older 
and more correct designation of tills 
time honored delicacy. The word pud­ 
ding w as formerly used in the sense 
of stuffing (or forcemeat). Porridge, 
on the other hand, was used in tlie 
sense of our present day pudding. 
W hen Shakespeare speaks of "por­ 
ridge after meat" he undoubtedly 
means "pudding after meat.” Anil In 
Sheppard’s 
"Epigrams" 
(published 
1051) we read, “No matter for plornb 
porridge or shred pies." Mr. 1’. I!. 
Ditch field says: "The plum pudding is 
not older than tlie early years of the 
eighteenth century and appears to be 
a ‘house of Hanover’ or ‘act of settle­ 
ment’ dish. The prerevolution or Stu­ 
art preparation of plums and other in­ 
gredients was a porridge or pottage 
and not a pudding and was m ade with 
very strong broth of shin of beef." 
Christm as plum puddings have oí 
Inie years become the toys of fashion. 
In the good old days, when the yule 
log crackled in the spacious tire grate 
of the rich and poor and w hen snow 
actually fell at Christmas time, people 
were well content with plain homely 
plum puddings topped with dancing 
spitfire, but custom lias changed with 
tlie times, and the present generation 
(or at any rate a part of It) requires 
its Christmas puddings enriched with 
jewelry or gold coins. This innova­ 
tion commenced about 1S!>5. and ill 
the year 181)9 it was quite a popular 
institution, and various London Arms 
made plum puddings containing sur­ 
prises from a bone button to a dia­ 
mond ring. Diamond rings, gold thim­ 
bles, half sovereigns and sovereigns 
are now, it is stated, frequently placed 
in plum puddings which are intended 
as presents. In ISO!) the dem and for 
Christmas puddings from all parts of 
the world was so great that one Ann 
of m akers made 84,000 of an average 
weight of seven pounds each. 
Yule babies. Yule doughs or pop 
(lollypop) ladies. A custom existed In 
some parts of giving sweetmeats of a 
special kind to children at Christmas. 
These tasty morsels in the shape of a 
doll—eyes, mouth and all—w ere made 
of dough and curran:s. They were tint 
cakes about the size of a baud, roughly 
shaped in the figure of a woman with 
the hands crossed over tlie breast, 
and in the crossed arms was a smaller 
figure representing a child, the fea­ 
tures being rudely suggested by means 
of currants. There can be no doubt 
that this sweetmeat, which w as made 
and given to children only at Christ­ 
mas, represented the Blessed Virgin 
Mary and the Holy Child, a practical 
and pleasing way of bringing home to 
the mind of the children the central 
fact and figure of Cbristmastide. 


How to Prevent Eyo Discoloration. 
Often in playing a child will run 
against some object which will lilt ihe 
eye, and as a bruise on the eye is not 
only more disfiguring but more pain­ 
ful than one anywhere else on the 
body, it is well to know w hat to do 
for it. Immediately after the eye lias 
been struck with enough force to make 
it black, apply a cloth wrung out of 
water us hot as can be stood for twen­ 
ty minutes, and the blood which lias 
collected and clotted will become thin 
und pass off to its proper channels. A 
bruise on any other part of the body 
may be treated likewise.

Not only 
officers, but the majority of Britons,’ 
would protest indignantly against such 
an 
interdiction. 
Few 
Englishman 
marry for money. What a delightful 
contrast 
this 
presents to the 
way 
marriages are arranged in Europe ! 
There a girl who has no means may 
esteem herself lucky if she can secure 
a suitable husband. A pretty and lovable 
girl in England has a better chance ¡of 
getting well married than her richer but 
less attractive sister. Yet Englishmen 
are branded by foreigners as being cold- 
hearted and egotistical. Never was a 
prejudce more ill-founded. 
The Englishman under an impassive 
exterior is tlie most romatic of men. 
Marriage with the girl he loves is to 
him the fulfillment of his most cherished 
aspirations. 
It is certain that at least 
three-fourths of the marriages which 
take place in Great Britain and in the 
British colonies are love matches. No 
thought of pecuniary advantage enters 
the average Englishman’s mind when 
he pays his addresses to the girl he 
loves. 
In Europe on the contrary, most mar 
riages arc simplv and solely questions 
of money. The Frenchman 
usually 
marries either to better himself or in 
compliance with 
the wishes of his 
parents. He half regrets the end of his 
bachelor davs , he rarely marries a girl 
who has no means. The headlong way 
in which Englishmen marry simply 
appals hint.—From London Opinion.

L iquid air and 
its oxygen 
are now 
comm ercial 
products of som e im por­ 
tance. 
A 
French 
engineer, 
George 
C laude, reports that plants for producing 
liquid air now exist in several European 
counties, and the United States has one 
at Buffalo. 
The chief product is oxygen 
—usually 
compressed 
in 
cylinders. 
G erm any now supplies 
yearly 282,500 
cubic feet of oxygen bvthe Brin method, 
12,000,000 by the electrolytic process, 
and 77,700,000 by the fractional distilla­ 
tion of liquid air. 
The cost of liquid 
oxygen averages about a cent 
a 
pound. 
The necessity of compressing 
in cylin­ 
ders and shipping makes the 
price of 
oxygen high to consumers, 
and use at 
the place of production would effect a 
great saving, 
it is possible to utilize 
liquid oxygen at the same tim e for three 
purposes—refrigeration, 
cooling, 
and 
chem ical energy. 
Of the m any actual 
applications of the cylinder oxygen, the 
principal ones seem to be in metallurgy 
for w elding .and cutting metals by the 
oxy-hydrogen or oxy-acetylene 
flame, 
and it is also used in producing fused 
quartz vessels. 
For medical 
purposes, 
oxygen must be special purity. 
A new idea of pellagra, now a terrible 
scourge in many tropical and subtropical 
localities, is held by Dr. Sambon. 
Its 
distribution and prevalence at a certain 
part of the year have suggested that it 
is a germ disease spread by blood-suck­ 
ing insects, probably sand-flies, 
and a 
fund has been raised in England to en­ 
able h im to make an investigation in 
some infected region. 
A tim e-honored 
belief has been that damaged m aize pro­ 
duces pellagra. 


T he Krupp 75-centimeter land gun for 
use against airships has a m axim um 
range of 9,100 meters, and can h it a tar­ 
get 6,300 meters (nearly 4 m iles) high.
